1. A meeting was held iu the offiee of Mr. Baron I. Shackle tte, 
Director , Office of Co^liaaee and Security, GSA, at 3:30 p.a., 00 
24 October 1955, attended by representatives fro* CIA, State, ireesury, 
and Defease, as follows:

2. Dm meeting was called by Mr. Shacklette who explained that the 
GSA is responsible for operating the Franklin D. Roosevelt Library at Hyde 
Park, which is the repository for a so-called Morgen than Diary. The latter 
consist# of enlarge volumes of reports and document* which Mr. Morgen thau 
aecussilated during his office as Secretary of the treasury, these Toiujaee 
include many original document# as wen as microfilm copies of government 
reports, suae of which were highly classified. 


3. the GSA has been served with a subpoena returnable 17 October 1955 

for all ^volumes. This subpoena was later extended to 28 October and 
limited for the time being to approximately 300 documents or reports con- 
sisting of over a thousand pages. Tbs subpoena was issued by Senator 
Eastland’s Comal ttee, investigators of which have already the 

material but now wish to submit the Material to the Coamittee in a public 
helping. For that reason they wish material would be declassified by the 
appropriate agencies . After considerable discussion Mr. Shacklette requested 
that the documents in question be distributed to the various agencies 
represented to determine if they could be declassified. As an alternative 

to declassifying them, he asked if they could be submitted to the Committee 
with the classification retained. This, of course, would Halt their value 
to toe Committee and might not be acceptable to it. 

4. A further point wae raised by representatives of toe Department 
of Defense in that ouch of the material could be withheld from the Legisla- 
tive as being confidential to toe Executive Departments. This point would 
have to have further consideration evsa after the matter of declassification 
is determined. 
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5* *a»% of the documents were turned over to the other 3 agencies 

and the only accused elves to CIA voe as OSS report prepared by its Far 
£astero Seotl^t auebered 6, entitled "itotes on Interview with Chinese 
Isrmdmra , tinted September 5# 1^2, and classified Secret. 'The report had 
attached to it an interoffice c n—nnl cation fron a Hr. Hofllch to Secretary 
Morgenthsu, which coaawni cation sight com under the privileged character 
of an executive doesaest.
